aries of Princes on theſe Occaſions. 
Many of thoſe Lords lived to ſee 
chemſelves miſtaken in their Rea- 
ſoning, and their good Opinion of 
him; and found by many miſchie- 
vous Experiments, that neither 
good Nature, nor true Intereſt, 
nor Oaths, are to be truſted a- 
gainſt Religious Principles and 
j Perſwaſions, when once they have 
F taken full Poſſeſſion of the Mind. 
Good Nature is reckoned as a 
Weakneſs, when it thwarts a Re- 
_ ligions Principle; and Jntereft is 
never to ſtand in Competition with 
1 Religion; and never did an Oath 
bblige to Sin; and therefore never 
can oblige a Popiſh Prince to to- 
| -- .. \Jeate 
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lerate Hereſy, when he can ſafely 
root it out by Force and Violence: 
The Lords, I ſay; at that Time; 
would not believe thefe Conſe- 
quences would certainly follow, 
from their admitting a Popiſh Sue- 
ceſſor; but they were convinced 
by Experience, that they both 
would and: did follow; and there- 
upon they afterwards agreed with | 
the Commons that the Throne was 
vacant, and to fill it with the 
Prince and Princeſs of Orange; 
and in a little Time after, exclu- 
ded by Act of Parliament, all Pa- 
piſls from inheriting the Crown, 
tor ever, Declaring - They have 
found it utterly inconſſtent with 
the Safety and Welfare of it, for 
this Proteſtant Kingdom to be go- 
vern d by 4 Popiſh Prince. 


Which is a Demonſtration that 
the Parliament of reat- Britain, 


* — 
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believes, judges, and declates that 
Popery, with its eaſie, natural and 
uſual Conſequences does incapaci- 
tate a Prince for wearing the Crown 
of a Proteſtant Kingdom; For 
what was it, I would fain know, 
that put that Prince upon endea- 
vouring to extirpate and ſubvert 
the Proteſtant Religion, but his 
Zeal to propagate his Religion that 
was Popiſh ! What was it that put 
him upon endeavouring to ſubvert 
the Laws and Liberties of this 
Kingdom, but his Zeal for Pope- 
ry, . thoſe Laws and Liber- 
ties were the Security of the Peo- 
ple, and hindred him from pro- 
pagating Popery? For if thoſe 
Laws and Liberties were not ma- 
nifeſtly and principally endangered 
by the Prince's being a Papiſt, (as 
ſuch) what need was there of an 
Act of Parliament, expreſly to ex- 
clude the Succeſſion of any Pa-

piſt, but rather to exclude any one 
that ſhould endeavour to ſubvert 
their Laws and Liberties, whether 
Papiſt or Proteſtant? There was 
indeed no need of ſuch an Act, if 
| they had not taken it for granted, 

that whoever was 4 Papiſt, would 
unqueſtionably endeavour to ſub- 
vert the Laws and Liberties of a 
Proteſtant Kingdom, as he had 
Power and Opportunity of doing 
it. In a Word, Popiſh Princes 
are excluded, not becauſe their 
Religion is erroneous, fooliſh, ſu- 
perftitious or idolatrous, but be- 
cauſe it is a falſe Religion, and a 
cruel Keligion, and will not per- 
mit them to keep the Promiſes 
they have made, and the Oaths 
they have taken to their People, 
if thoſe People are Proteſtants, 
and thoſe Oaths are in Favour of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and they 
are in a Condition of Breaking

without running any Hazard. Nor 
is it only (for theſe Reaſons) a falſe 
Religion, but tis a cruel and in-
